REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Citizens  of  Greenwood  : 

If  yon  are  so  unfortunate  thai  yon  must  have  a  new  super- 
intendent of  schools  every  year  you  will  never  be  able  to 
get  a  report  of  the  conditions  of  your  schools  for  a  full  year. 
A  new  man  has  to  get  acquainted  with  all  the  local  condi- 
tions and  as  a  rule  ho  is  unable  to  give  a  satisfactory  report 
for  the  first  (own  meeting.  However,  after  reading  the  re- 
port of  your  former  superintendent  I  think  you  would  not 
need  another  report  for  this  year,  at  least. 

In  the  first  place  I  want  to  congratulate  the  town  on  the 
excellent  little  school  buildings  you  have,  they  are  up-to- 
date,  neat  and  cozy  and  are  a  real  credit  to  the  town.  The 
ventilating  in  the  buildings  is  poor  but  the  committee  is 
planning  to  install  ventilating  systems  as  fast  as  the  State 
Department  gets  the  money  for  our  use.  We  have  jacketed 
all  the  stoves  but  that  would  be  of  little  value  unless  we 
install  the  ventilating  systems. 

The  building  at  Locke's  Mills  was  shingled  last  fall  and 
the  building  in  the  Tubbs  district  will  be  shingled  this  year. 
Several  other  smaller  repair  jobs  have  been  done  by  your 
committee  last  summer  and  fall. 

We  are  planning  to  increase  the  school  year  one  week  at 
least  this  year  and  two  weeks  if  the  money  holds  out.  The 
unexpended  balance  in  the  Common  School  Account  will  be 
most  gone  by  the  time  Ibis  report  is  printed,  we  have  closed 
the  books  this  year  .Jan.  31  and  the  pay  of  the  teachers  and 
other  expenses  in  that  department  for  the  time  between  .Jan. 
81  and  the  March  meeting  will  come  out  of  this  unexpended 
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balance.  I  speak  of  this  so  thai  von  maj  see  thai  all  the 
money  raised  will  be  expended  for  this  school  year. 

We  have  had  to  close  several  schools  for  a  few  weeks  on 
account  of  the  epidemic  bul  I  think  thai  the  time  in  most 
cases  will  be  made  up. 

There  is  a  small  overdrafl  in  the  Text-Book  Account.  We 
will  have  to  have  more  money  for  this  department  next 
year.  Your  committee  found  it  necessary  to  make  an  over- 
drafl in  the  Repairs  Account  and  have  suggested  an  increase 
for  next  year. 

I  shall  not  deal  in  this  report  with  the  teaching  force  in 
your  schools,  conditions  have  been  such  that  I  am  not  ready 
to  make  a  public  statement  concerning  the  teachers.  I  will 
say,  however,  that  we  plan  to  do  our  best  with  the  money 
available  and  will  get  you  the  best  teachers  we  can  for 
your  schools.  I  had  called  a  general  teachers  meeting  I'm 
this  union  last  fall  but  il  had  to  be  called  off  on  account  of 
the  epidemic  at  Bethel. 

Your  committee  recommends  that  the  town  raise  the  fol- 
lowing amounts  for  your  schools  for  the  ensuing  year: 
Common  Schools,  $1,600  00 

High  School  Tuition,  175  00 
Text-Books,  125  00 

Repairs  and  Supplies,        200  00 
In.  closing  1  want  to  thank  all  who  have  assisted  in  mak- 
ing our  school  system  as  successful  as  it  is.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

■  ■0<   — 

To  the  Citizens  of  Greenwood: — 

I  herewith  submit  my  second  annual  report  of  the 
financial  condition  and  progress  of  the  schools  of  Green- 
wood for  the  municipal  year  ending  January  31,  1920.  We 
have  found  it  necessary  to  overdraw  one  account,  the  Re- 
pairs and  Supplies  account,  the  chief  reason  being  the  in- 
creased cost  of  supplies  and  material  as  well  as  labor.  It 
is  always  hard  to  know  the  exact  amount  of  money  needed 
for  this  account,  especially  under  the  changing  conditions 
of  today.  I  am  recommending  that  the  town  raise  two 
separate  accounts  this  year,  one  for  Repairs  and  one  for 
Supplies.  There  is  no  reason  why  these  accounts  should 
be  together.  The  Supplies  account  can  take  care  of  all 
incidental  expenses,  including  the  cost  of  maintaining  the 
Superintendent's  office,  for  postage,  etc.,  and  the  commit- 
tee can  know  the  exact  amount  that  can  be  used  for  re- 
pairs. 

The  Tubbs  schoolhouse  was  shingled  this  year  and  a 
new  floor  was  laid  in  the  hall  at  the  Locke  Mills  school- 
house.  Several  other  smaller  jobs  were  completed.  It  will 
be  necessary  to  build  a  shed  at  the  Irish  schoolhouse  for 
wood  and  closets.  This  ought  to  be  annexed  to  the  school- 
house  so  that  the  teachers  and  children  will  not  have  to 
go  out  of  doors  for  wood  or  to  the  closets. 

Steps  should  be  taken  as  soon  as  possible  to  install 
ventilating  systems  in  all  the  schoolhouses.  This  has 
been  started  with  the  aid  from  the  State  but  last  year  we 
had  to  use  all  the  State  money  toward  the  cost  of  running 
the  schools. 
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You  will  notice  in  the  statistics  that  the  schools  have 
had  from  thirty-four  to  thirty-eight  weeks  but  this  is  only 
true  for  the  town  year,  not  the  school  year,  which  runs 
from  July  first  to  June  thirtieth.  The  length  of  the  school 
year  ending  last  June  was  thirty-four  weeks  and  this  year 
will  be  either  thirty-two  or  thirty-three  weeks. 

The  teacher  situation  for  another  fall  looks  to  be  very 
bad  for  towns  like  Greenwood,  since  we  are  not  able  to 
pay  enough  to  get  the  good  teachers.  We  may  be  fortu- 
nate enough  to  get  some  good  teachers  near  home  for  less 
money,  however.  1 

The  people  living  some  distance  from  a  good  school 
do  not  like  to  have  their  children  conveyed  to  that  school 
but  prefer  to  have  them  go  to  school  near  their  homes,  so 
it  is  hard  to  recommend  closing  small  schools  and  convey- 
ing to  larger  ones.  However,  I  believe  it  will  be  necessary 
to  do  this  before  long  because  of  the  teacher  shortage. 

The  State  has  supplied  the  schools  with  a  new  course 
of  study  and  I  have  given  each  teacher  an  outline  course 
so  that  the  pupils  in  the  different  schools  can  be  nearer 
together  than  they  have  ever  been  in  their  work.  This 
has  made  it  necessary  to  buy  new  text-books  and  a  larger 
appropriation  for  text-books  is  asked  for  this  year.  It  is 
necessary  that  we  have  the  whole  amount  recommended. 

I  do  not  see  how  it  will  be  possible  to  get  along  with 
anything  less  than  the  amounts  recommended  by  your 
committee.
